be provided to patients this year. 

“The voluntary hospitals of St. | 
Louis ‘wre “expected, itndeed, ré- | 
quired. by public opinion, to give 
24-hour service, seven days a week, 
rain or shine, and be preparéd to 
meet emergencies and  catastro- 
phes at all tithes,” Dr.’ Frank R. 
Bradley, Bafnes Hospital super- 
intendent, said. The hospital,is a 
Community Chest agency. - 

‘“This is in best tradition of med- f 
icine and humanitarianism, . but 
it costs money,” Dr. Bradley | 
stated. 

“Inflation affects hospitals and 
other non-profit insfitatjons ‘more 
than most businesses, because hos- 
Pitals give charity care to the 
needy of the community. They 
must look to endowment gifts 
and the Community Chest to pay 
the difference between what the 
hospital receives from the charges 
and the cost Of : care.”

Dutch - Indonesian conference 
Closed today with general agree- 
ment on steps to be taken in the 
transition of the East Indies into 
a United States of Indonesia. 

Still unsolved was the role the 
Indonesian Republic will fili in 
the projected union. The Repub- 
lic was not represented at the 
three-week-long conferences, but 
Dutch officials aid direct talks 
would be opened in efforts to 
bring the Republic into the pro- 
posed United Government. 

Authoritative sources said tegis- 
lation would be introduced speed- 
fly in the Dutch Parliament, and 
it was hoped that an interim Indo- 
nesian federal government might 
be established by early December. 
This would be a forerunner to the 
United States of Indonesia. 

‘Most Demands Granted. 

Dutch \ Premier Willem Drees 
gsaid+-The Netherlands Government 
had gone as far as it could in 
meeting demands of the Indo- 
nesian federalist delegates. An In- 
donesian source said his delega- 
tion felt it had won 80 per cent 
of its program—as much 4s could 
be obtained under the circum- 
stances. 

This source said that insistence 
©n more might have endangered 
the project in the Dutch Parlia- 
ment, where a two-thirds majority 
is required for approval. 

The conference agreed on an in- 
terim government, headed by an 
all-Indonesian triumvirate assisted 
by a group of non-political “secre- 
tariés of state.” The interim gov- 
ernment will have two legislative 
houses on the American model. 
The disputed points were ap- 
proved at today’s closing session 
between Dutch officials and rep- 

‘ resentatives of 13 Indonesian non- 
Republic regions. 
' Main Issued Resolved. 


The final issues mainly are re- 

solved as follows: 

' 1. The Dutch army in Indo- 
nesia will remain under the au- 
thority of the crown representa- 
tive, as the Dutch insisted, but 
will not be used in Indonesian 
territory except in consultation 
with the federal government. 
The interim government. will 
have the right to maintain its 
own force for internal security 
and to ask help from the Dutch 
army. 

2. The minorities of Hollanders, 
Chinese and Arabs will not have 
permanent representation in the 
federal council, which is to rep- 
resent the state governments as 
the Dutch asked, but they may 
be called in to discuss matters 
of specific concern to them. 

3. No special status will be es- 
tablished for New Guinea, which 
the Dutch wanted to make a 
crown colony. But there is a 
provision for taking 
measures in the cases of unde- 


veloped territories after mutual] ! 


consultation. 


Not Optimistic on Republic.

For it is one of the vagaries of the Amer- 
ican governmental system that after two 
years of divided control, the voters may, 
without intending to do so, reverse the split 
between the White House and the Senate. 


The ballotin. on Nov, 2 may turn out a 


Democratic President and a Republican 
Senate only to give the country a Repub- 
lican President and a Democratic Senate. 

It all depends on who wins the Senate 
seats in a handful of hotly contested 
states. is the lineup now is 51 Repub- 
licans to 45 Democrats, a net gain of 
three seats for the Democrats would pro- 
duce a tie at 48 to 48. With a four-seat 
gain, the Democrats would take control, 
49 to 47, and proceed to organize the 
upper chamber with their senior members 
as chairmen of all committees. 


The return of Demecratic Senator Tom 


Connally of Texas to the chairmanship of 


the _Foreign Relations Committee, which 
Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, Michigan 
Republican, has held since January 1947, 
would have little effect on foreign policy. 
Our foreign affairs are on a bipartisan basis. 

But foreign policy is a special case. 
As the last two years have seen Presi- 
dent and Congress at loggerheads over 
labor, inflation, tax reduction, budget 
and other legislation, so could such im- 
passes come up next year. The stalemate 
might even be worse with a Democratic 
Senate and a Republican House. This 
could mean deadlocks in Congress be- 
fore important domestic legislation could 
ever reach the White House. 

What makes the race touch and go is 
that while the Democrats are favored to 
win four or five seats from the Republicans, 
sitting’ Democrats are in dangér in two or 
three states.

“A-Citizen’s” letter gave such an ac- 
curate description of a state institution 
which I have had the opportunity to ob- 
Serve at close range over a period of 
years that I could not help wondering 
if the writer had that same school in 
mind. Surely, I thought, there cannot 
be in one state two state universities 
&s poorly administered as the one which 
he describes and the one that I know! 

As ‘I have watched the growth of a 
machine deliberately built up to carry 
out the policies of a president in whom 
even the members of the machine now 
appear to have no confidence, as em- 
ployes of long standing are demoted or 
fired because they will not co-operate 
with the machine, as these employes 
are replaced by individuals who will 
“play ball” with the president, as edu- 
cational standards are disregarded, as 
distrust grows and grows so that only 
afew of the “old guard” dare whisper 
their thoughts to each other, I wonder 
what the Board of Curators of this 
school can be up to. Has it no responsi- 
bility to the State of Missouri for the 
well-being of this institution of higher 
learning?

Forrest Smith 
was willing to junk all the improvements in the 
modern Constitution in the hope of hanging on 
to a few jobs for his political associates. 

This performance was of a piece with his use 
of -the rolls of the “Dear Pensioners” for fla- 
grantly personal campaign appeals. After all 
these years, Forrest Smith is still at the feed 
trough level.

Murray Thompson, on the other hand. has 
grown steadily in the eight years he has been 
in the Missouri House of Representatives.

Another Diplomatic Blunder 


Wittingly or unwittingly. a great disservice 
has been done to American diplomacy. 

The publication of the report that President 
Truman had considered sending Chief Justice 
Vinson to the Kremlin as a special emissary 


reveals another of those ineptitudes which has 


brought American statecraft into low repute. 

Obviously, it impairs the relations between 
the President and his Secretary of State, Gen. 
George Marshall. It must weaken the Secre- 
tary’s confidence in the extent of his own au- 
thority. And certainly it raises questions in the 
minds of any diplomats to whom he addresses 
himself as to the weight which they should give 
to his words. * 

The report also must prove unsettling in the 
foreign offices of Great Britain, France and the 
other nations which have associated themselves 
with the United States in a common policy 
against the Soviet Union.

Saving Liberty by Stifling It

Have we come to the conclusion that Jef- 
ferson’s tolerance can no longer be justi- 
fied? If so, on what grounds? Are we 
doing it in the name of liberty? Jefferson 
would scarcely have understood our use of 
the term liberty if in ite name we attempt 
to control the way in which men speak or 
the thoughts which 
they express or the 
intellectual investi- 
gations which they 
undertake. He would 
have called it tyran- 
ny, and he would 
have fought it with 
every resource at his 
command. 


The seizure of 
books, some of them 
used in college in- 
struction, is only one | 
incident in a mounting demand for con- 
formity.. The House of Representatives 
passed by an overwhelming majority a bill 
which would have made Jefferson liable to 
imprisonment and fine—a bill establishing 
so firmly the dangerous principle of -“guilt 
by association” that it may limit the right 
to publish books because of the author’s 
politics or because of the political views 
expressed. 


An Epidemic of Hysteria 


But this bill and its sponsoring commit- 
tee are only the larger symptoms of a dis- 
ease that is epidemic. The public press,

helped to produce the hysteria that would 
compel uniformity. ) 

Just where will this demand for con- 
formity, for unquestioning loyalty, lead? 
Thomas Jefferson, for one, was certain 
that it would not lead to progress. 


“I join you therefore,” he wrote after 
_the passage of the Alien and Sedition Acts, 
“in branding.as cowardly the idea that the 
human mind is incapable of further ad- 
vances. This is precisely the doctrine that 
the present despots of the earth are in- 
culcating, and their friends are re-echo- 
ing and applying especially to religion and 
politics; that it is not probable anything 
better-will be discovered than 


mean by liberty as we contemplate the 
magnates of Hollywood who beat their 
bréasts in loud protestation of their inno- 
cence of a charge that none but the Un- 
American Activities Committee could bring 
against them with a straight face—the 
charge that they employ revolutionists to 
prepare their mediocre art? 


These are only a few incidents. Every 
day's news adds to the list, and the most 
thoughtful educators are becoming increas- 
ingly concerned with this growing threat 
to a basic concept of American institu- 
tions. 


Responsible heads of the press who point 
in commendation to the Committee on Un- 
American Activitiés in its shameless pil- 
lorying of American citizens and in its 
flagrant disregard of rights and liberties 
are either ignorant of the nature and the 
extent of the protest that is beginning to 


swell, or they value suppression more than: 


they value our freedom, or they are delib- 
erately misleading their public. 


Insult to the People 


History has proved time and again that 
the cause they espouse is a shameful and 
a futile cause. They lack the vision and 
the courage that led Jefferson in the in- 
fancy of our nation to defy any threat in 
the tealm of ideas, not by suppression but 
by tolerance. They have little faith and 
in its place they offer what Jefferson de- 
clared to“be an insult to the American 
citizenry—the insult of saying in effect 
that Americans cannot be trusted to read 
or to understand or to discriminate. They 
fear a foreign ideology, unaware of the 
fact that here at home the liberty that 
they profess to cherish is in danger of be- 
ing déne to death with their aid. 


Let us be honest. Let us not suppress 
the right of individuals and call it the hon- 
ored name by which our liberties have 
come down to us. Let us not cal} it a free 
republic whose principles we deny while 
we commit acts that desecrate its name.

Greek guerrillas are the prod- 
uct of poverty and ‘of social and 
political chaos. What the pres- 
ent report seems to suggest: is 
that the United States, whfch 
has accepted -considerable re- 
sponsibility for lending military 
“advice” to the Greek Govern- 
ment attempting to suppress the 
guerrillas by force, should give 
more attentidn to the underlying 
causes that produced the guer- 
rillas. 


Perhaps it is an Inevitable 
tragedy of‘our time that nations 
which are both weak and located 
in a strategic spot shall be 
pawns of power. We have chosen 
to support an oppressive, reac- 
tionary and corrupt Greek Gov- 
ernment because Greece has 
bases we may need to use. The 
book does not question the need 
of bases—but it does suggest 
that the method of obtaining 
them might be improved.

T HE son of an Tilinols lawyer, 
Masters was born in Garnett, 
Kan., while his father and 
mother were briefly living there. 
They returned to Petersburg 
shortly afterward and Masters 
apent his youth studying law in 
the “Lincoln country.” He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1891. 

As a child in Petersburg he saw 
men and women pass from life 
who had helped to mold the na- 
tion. He was steeped in America. 
William Herndon, Lincoln's law 
partner, was later a law partner 
of his father, and Lincoln's old 
schoolteacher used to fondle young 
Masters on his knee when the poet 
was a boy. 

The poet recalled and spoke 
reverently of his grandmother, Lu- 
einda Masters, the Lucinda Mat- 
lock of the Spoon River Anthol- 
ogy. Lucinda Masters was a heroic 
woman who reared 12 children 
and it was his love and admira- 
tion 4f her (“she was all lady,”) 
that led the poet to have Lucinda 
Matlock say: 

“What is this T hear of sorrow 

and weariness, 

Anger, discontent and drooping 

hopes?” 

Degenerate sons and daughters,

To Americans, Masters has only
